According to reports, he was w alk­ 
ing across the railroad on the north 
w alk of the Slade street crossing, 
saw’ the train approaching from 
the w est, and believing it to be on 
the center track hurried across it, 
then slackened his pace. The train 
w as on the outside track.

The locomotive engineer 
w histled to w arn the m an of his 
danger, but thought he had gotten 
clear of the train, and did not stop. 
None saw’ the train hit the man.

Four Meetings Will Dis­ 
cuss Reduction Pro­ 
gram for 1935 


Farm ers of Cook county who are 
under contract 
with the govern­ 
ment for 1934 to reduce crops and 
livestock w’ill have an opportunity 
to express them selves regarding a 
1935 program , according to O. G. 
B arrett, farm advisor. These farm ­ 
ers w’ill vote either to abandon re­ 
duction or continue it next year. 
Four m eetings are scheduled this 
week: Tinley Park, 8 o’clock Thurs­ 
day night; Orland, 2 o’clock F ri­ 
day afternoon; Arlington Heights 
village hall, 8 o’clock Friday night; 
and H arz’s blacksmith shop, H ig­ 
gins and B artlett roads, 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. 
The following questions will be 
voted on a t these m eetings: 
1. 
Do you favor an adjustm ent 
program 
dealing w’ith corn and 
hogs in 1935? 
This question relates to the prin­ 
ciple of production adjustm ent and 
does not involve an expression of 
opinion 
concerning 
any 
specific 
program . In any program , dealing 
with corn and hogs in 1935, benefit 
paym ents would not be the same as 
they w’ere in 1934, 1935 benefits 
w’ould probably be somewhat larg ­ 
er for corn and m aterially less for 
hogs than were paid under the 1934 
contract. 
A 1935 program would probably 
follow’ the general plan of the 1934 
program and would include benefit 
payments 
on 
both 
commodities. 
Contracted acres could be used for 
any hay, pasture, forage, fallow’ 
or woodlot purpose w ithout restric­ 
tion. 
Basic crops would not be 
produced upon 
contracted acres. 
The percentage of adjustm ent from 
the 1932-33 base production w’ould 
not be greater than th at required 
in the 1934 program and m ay be 
less. 
2. 
Do you favor a one-eontract- 
per-farm adjustm ent program deal­ 
ing with grains and livestock to 
become effective in 1936? 
It has been frequently suggest­ 
ed th at a 
program be developed 
which w’ill bring all grains under 
one contract. 
Such 
a 
program 
would involve the six grain crops 
named as “basic” in the A gricul­ 
tural Adjustm ent 
act, 
th at is, 
wheat, barley, rye, corn, grain sor­ 
ghums and flax. 
It would represent a shift from 
several single-crop contracts to a 
broad program of developing better 
system s of farm ing 
through less 
intensive use of land, conservation 
of soil resources, and use of the 
land for production of those crops 
for which it is 
best adapted. 
A 
one contract 
per farm contract 
could provide the desired degree of 
control over the combined acreage 
of the several crops involved and 
yet be flexible enough to perm it as 
much freedom of action on the part 
of cooperating farm ers as is con­ 
sistent with the objectives of main­ 
taining the proper balance between 
production and effective demand. 
A one contract per farm program 
would be finaced by processing tax ­ 
es on 
grains and 
livestock and 
might or m ight not include the di­ 
rect control of livestock. 
There is 
no time to develop this kind of a 
program for presentation of pro­ 
ducers this fall, 
but it has been 
suggested th at such a program be 
developed for 1936 and after.

more and more to depend upon in­ 
sufficient artificial 
light and a 
generation or two ago he laid upon 
his eyes new duties, labor which 
had previously largely been per­ 
formed by his other senses. 
For 
example, the man in a busy down­ 
town 
city street today 
depends 
wholly upon his sight to avoid ac­ 
cident. The general noise and clam­ 
or makes his hearing undependable. 
Today we may say we have sub­ 
stituted close seeing indoors ex­ 
tremely low levels of lighting, a 
much longer day and severe eye 
tasks, for primitive man’s long dis­ 
tance seeing under high quantities 
of natural daylight. 
The result 
to the present generation is dam­ 
aged eyesight to an alarming de­ 
gree among people of every age. 
Twenty per cent of the grade 
school children hace impaired eye­ 
sight. 
Eyesight impairment runs 
to 40 per cent among college stu­ 
dents, 60 per cent among persons 
more than 40 years old and 95 per 
cent in persons over 60. 
For years little has been done 
about 
improving 
this 
situation. 
Persons with failing eyesight have 
resorted to glasses but have failed 
to remove the chief cause of sight 
deterioration—the lack of suffici­ 
ent light.

ity.
